Brooke, won reelection in this state last Tuesday. 

in winning, Senator Brooke defied the odds by winning 


in one of the few states that went for George McGovern, and 
the fact that he was running as a Republican. 

Senator Brooke first came into the national limelight 
when he was elected the State's Attorney General. Six years 
ago; he became the first: Negro elected to the United States 
Senate since the Reconstruction era. In winning a second 
term, he is the first Negrd to do ‘so. 

The fact that Massachusetts is a largely Irish, Catholic 
Democratic state with less than 4%- Negroes, makes.Senator 
Brooke's victory more significant.

Laws on Sale of Cigarettes 
To Minors Lack Enforcement 


By MICK! SELTZER 


Would Tonoa Brown be 
alive today if stores in her 
area were not violating. the 
law by selling cigarettes to 
minors? 

This question was raised at 


' The CALL & POST offices. 


We.can't answer it, but we 


can question present prac- 
tices regarding the sale of 
cigarettes to minors. 
Ten-year-old Tonoa. Brown 
was found dead recently in 
an abandoned over. The man 
who confessed to her murder, 
her next-door neighbor, told 
police that she had been in 
his house to get money to 


buy cigarettes for him when 
the slaying occurred. 

To determine the exact 
wording of the law, we 
checked with the state attor- 
ney general's office. We 
found that under the revised 
code, section 2903.04, the law 
states in part that no person 
shall sell, give or furnish a

is $25 to $100 or two to 30 
days imprisonment and for a 
subsequent offense, $50 to

Fais said that enforcement 
of this law would be difficult, 
because cigarettes are fre- | 
quently sold in machines and

nesses to court to prove the 
child was under 18. 

He had some question as 
to jurisdiction on this and 
referred us to the County 
Juvenile Bureau. In checking 
with the Juvenile Bureau, 
however, we found it does 
not handle violations of this

Should the law be enfor- 
ced? If not;.should it be on 
the books? It. seems that it 
would require no less than a 
Strong demand_on the part of 
an aroused “community to 
make a Change in present en- 
forcement policies.

tributes to Jackie Robinson. We would liké to share a portion 
of one of these articles which was written by Leonard Kop- 
pett, a New York writer: 

“Jackie Robinson's death triggered so much comment . 
that one hesitates to add to it, but there is one point about 
his life that hasn't been stressed enough. 

“That he ‘opened the door,’ to black athletes, far beyond 
baseball, has been thoroughly understood. The special 
qualities he had, and special agonies he had to endure at 
first, have been well described. His personality has been 
painted by dozens, of capable writers who knew him well and 
who lived with him through his baseball years, and afterward. 

“But the most important thing that Robinson's career 
did, in my opinion, was to make millions of very decent white 
people confront the fact of race prejudice - a fact they had 
been able to ignore for generations: before. 

“Most of these people, being decent, began to recognize 
the problem represented by the ‘door’ Robinson and Branch 
Rickey had to open, 


Many of them became, instantly, Jackie Robinson fans - 


and associated themselves with liberal, pro-civil rights, antis 
discrimination viewpoints. They were the millions of people 
who, over the course of a decade, helped change the 
prevailing climate of a country to the point where racial 
discrimination was accepted as ‘wrong’ and where remaining 
expressions of it were met with disapproval and where those 
who clung to it had to disguise or hide their bias. 

“But what is\so hard to remember now (and completely 
unknown to younger people) is the devastating fact that until 
Jackie Robinson, there was no pressure whatever from the 
‘decent’ people to break the color_line_thatall_ accepted. 

“A bigot, after all is a bigot. He knows what he’s against 
and makes no bones about it. In the South, in the 1940's, 
there wasn't much ambiguity about the inferior position of 
black people and no hiding of the hostility whites showed a 
black who tried to cross the line. e

Three Officials Dismissed 


In Federal Housing Scandal 


DETROIT -- (NBNS) --. The nation’s largest Federal 
Housing scandal came to light last week with the .an- 
nouncement of plans to dismiss three employees of the U.S. 
-Housing.-and-Urban- Development department-here. 

The ‘announcement climaxed a three-month probe of 
widespread: allegations of wrongdoing involving the HUD 
employees, 25 housing repair firms, and five management 
brokers. ; 

Materials gathered by HUD investigators.and Federal 
auditors were handed over to the U.S. Attorney for possible 
criminal indictments, said Qetroit Area HUD Director William 
Whitbeck-at-a news conference: 

Since late 1969, the Federal government has acquired 
thousands of Federal Housing Administration homes in 
foreclosures and lost millions of dollars in the process. HUD 
currently holds between 8,000-9,000 houses in foreclosure 
and another 10,000 in the process of foreclosure. | 

More than 20 per cent of FHA-foreclosed houses in the 
nation are’ in the Detroit area and the city has the greatest 
number of foreclosures in both dollar and home loss, said 
Whitbeck.

with gréat enthusiasm: However, a number of participants 


were unemployed and otherwise unable to pay for repairs to 
their homes. 


These facts account for the disproportionate number of 


houses acquired by HUD, through foreclosure in Detroit, ac- 


cording to Eernest Gross of HUD's Public Affairs Office. 

Gross revealed in Washington that similar cases of 
wrongdoing had been uncovered in Philadelphia, St. Louis 
and elsewhere, but “nothing of the magnitude” of the Detroit 
scandal has occured. 

“Procedures have been tightened considerably,” said 
Gross indicating measures have been taken to preciude the 
possibility of another such scandal. 


The allegations of wrongdoing involved either double 
payments for repair work to FHA homes, or payment for work 
not done. 

The HUD employees in question are expected to be 
‘dismissed under regular civil service proceedings. 


The five broker firms and 25 contractors, all from Detroit, 


have been suspended and “prohibited from doing business 
with any owe office in the United Gtatee ‘ Whitbeck said:

determine by the end ofthe 
year whether the study

adequate. 


In_its_first_of three reports, 
the panel said, ‘no convin- 
cing evidence thas been 
presented to this panel that 
participants in this study 
were adequately informed 
about the nature of the ex- 
periment..

WASHINGTON -- David Wells, a 23-year-old disabled 
veteran from Chicago, was recently honored here for the 
“outstanding example” he has provided to other disabled 
veterans in overcoming a handicap. 

The black veteran was presented with the Chairman's 
Commendation Award of the President's Committee on Em- 
ployment of the Handicapped and cited by the U.S, Depart- 
ment of Labor's Manpower Administration as representative 
of the thousands of Vietnam veterans who have found jobs 
through the public employment service in the past year. 

William P. McCahill, executive secretary of the 
President's Committee presented Wells with the Commen- 
dation Award and praised “his outstanding example of over- 
coming all difficulties and starting on a successful life after 
leaving the hospital.” 

Wells, who lost his left leg while serving in the Marine 
Corps in- Vietnam in 1968, sought help from the Illinois State 
Employment Service when he was unable to find a job on his 
own as an architectural draftsman. He had used his veterans 
benefits to train as a draftsman. 

Because draftsmen jobs were scarce, the Employment 
Service looked in other directions and found Wells a job as 
an Engineering Technician in the Soils Section of the 
Chicago Department of Public Works. 

He's been with the Public Works now for several months, 
where he tests soil for moisture content, density and com- 
paction prior to construction of highways and buildings in 
the fast-growing Chicago area. Both Wells and his super- 
visors say. it's worked out extremely: well. 

Wells, married and the father of a young son, visited key 
officials in the Department of Labor and Veterans Ad- 
ministration while in Washington.

In all school desegregation cases 
upon which the Supreme Court has 
ruled since its landmark BROWN 
decision of 1954, the court has held fast 
to the conclusion that “in the field of 
public education the doctrine of 
“separate but equal’ has no place. 
Separate educational facilities are 
inherently unequal.” 

The Court has also found “To 
separate them (Negro students) from 
others of similar age and qualifications 
solely because of their race generates a 
feeling of inferiority as to their status in 
the community that may effect their 
hearts and minds in a way unlikely ever 
to be undone.” 


‘Where we get into confusion is 
over the High Court's handling of 
segregation that is DE FACTO or DE 
JURE. It is defacto segregation when it 
occurs accidentally and without official 
sanction or acquiescence. This sort is 
frequently referred to as racial im- 
balance. 


Here, the Court has never ruled 
that racial imbalance itself, or DE 
FACTO segregation is ynconstitutional. 
However, DE JURE segregation refers 
to deliberate, official separation of the 
students on the basis of race, which for 
80 long existed largely in the southern 
states.. To: maintain their Jim Crow 
schools systems, southern officials 
resorted to two basic techniques. The 
firat was the establishment, by state 
law, of dual school systems, one for 
whites and another for blacks. These 
were 
equal, but never were. ' 


Another device was to separate the 
schools along racial lines as a result of 
acquiescence. of public officials or 
through established discriminatory 
practices.

Through words and deeds he prodded 
the system to. become more sénsitive to 
the problems of Blacks and other 
minorities.

authority scoo25 Je aman, always 


firing from the heart. Though hé wasnt 
always considered right, his. meaning 
was néver in doubt. Be that as it may, 
he never compromised or bowed to 
social or philosophical pressurers. It 
seemed that thru him there ran a 
sgrong current. which kept him in a re- 
lentiess drive for social change. 

The role in ‘which fate cast him 
demanded a. new kind of respon- 
siveness which added color to the face 
of sports and every component of the 
social spectrum’ felt the impact of 
change. Because he stirred the com- 
mon man and prodded power politics to 
respond to his needs the nation was 
forced to alter the status quo. Those 
who were against the poor, the denied, 
were no pals of Jackie Robinson. 
Everybody didn't like nor love him, but 
that was good for he was judged by his 
enemies. They talked and wrote about 
him in death as mainty a great baseball 
player, one who broke the color line to 
integrate the American pastime. That's 
sad for he was more than a great 
baseball player, enshrined in its Hall of 
Fame. in reality he infiltrated the game 
and used his ability to set it straight 
while creating-a jumping off place from 
which to aim his attack against the 
racial inhumanities_ of our time.The 
fight across so many “no-man’s land” is 
what killed Jackie Robinson. But before 
he past beyond many of the old 
stereotypes were buried in their graves.

ficials of school attendance districts. 
These practices are NOT exclusive 
to. the South or to the old dual schoo! 
systems. They exist in many northern 
states, and in fact, all over the nation. In 
the north, under the guise of main- 
taining the..so-called neighborhood 
concept, some school and municipal 
officiafé have conspired through 
gerrymandering districts, intentional 
construction of schools in the most 
racially segregated neighborhoods, and 


through the use of portable classrooms, 


‘the assignment of teachers on the basis™ 


of race, and through the erection of 
public housing projects on sites 
carefully selected on the basis of racial 
occupancy. 


Here, the Court still has some work 
to do. It has never directly ruled this 
sort of segregation illegal, but it has ad- 
dressed itself generally to the question 
of segregated schools as a result of 
such actions by public officials. 


It has labeled .as unconstitutional 
“a showing that either the school 
authorities or some other agency of the 
State has deliberately attempted to fix 
the racial composition of the schools.” 


The Court has also slapped down 
the slick device of so-called “free 
choice” or “open enroliment” as a 
method of school assignment. In the 
GREEN case (1968) the Court ruled this 
evasion unconstitutional “if there are 
reasonably available other ways, such 
for illustration as zoning, promising 
speedier and more effective conversion 
of a unitary, non racial school system, 
freedom of choice must be held unac- 
ceptable.’’ Meanwhile the song 
established practice of busing ch 
to public schools continues a pace, 
much to the delight of bus manufac- 
turers. It is only when busing is used to 
move biack children into previously all- 
white schools, that the hue and cry 
becomes deafening.” 


Federal courts have consistently 
upheld so-called “forced” busing or- 
ders against those school systems that 
have been shown to have made no 
positive efforts.to mend their ways and 
especially those whose actions are 
clearly in defiance of the courts and the 
law.” 


No school district, anywhere, north 
or south has reason to fear ‘forced 
busing” so long as it can defhonstrate- 
good faith iriplementation of the gover- 
ning constitutional requirements. 


To sum it up, only the bastards 
have any reason to raise a rukus about 
school busing. ;

If we think that the 
executive Office of the President is the 
only major causal determinant of the 
conditions of Black people, we are 
amiss in our analysis of the power 
structures of American society and of 
the many new forces that are emerging 
on the world scene;-Surely, more and 
more power is in the hands of a féw 


peoptle> and.we-see. a. strong: trend in’ 


which the small power-elite is begin- 
, ning to reside.mainly in the Executive 

Office of the U.S. At least the power is 
symbolized in the Office. 

But the degree to which the power in- 
creases in the President's Office, is the 
degree to which we give up any notion 
of our-own power. The moment we 
“psychologically"’ capitulate to the 
notion of powerlessness we have 
already lost the fight for power. 

There is a need to overcome the syn- 
dromes of powerlessness.- We have to 
overcome the belief that since the 
power is invested only in a few, we can- 
not stand a chance to change our 
situation politically, socially or 
economically. } 

The most important thing is to 
struggle. The moment we struggle is 
the existential moment we experience 
the spiritual awakening of freedom. To 
fail to struggle is to nullify our 
existence and humanhood; to fail to 
struggle is to submit to dehumanizing 
forces all around us; to fail to struggle 
is to limit and narrow our prospective of 
the future; to fail to struggle is to trap 
ourselves into a self-fulfilling prophecy 
of doom. The very moment we struggle 
is empowerment, We have a true sense 
ot_power_and we develop it to its 
ultimate goal of freedom and self- 
determination. 

- | am not, as you see, speaking only of 
money power or sheer, raw political 
power, but of a new energy which 
needs to be generated in our minds and 
spirit, which helps us to engage in a 
struggle that will never end; it’s a per- 
petual struggle: That is what history is 
all about.

WHAT IS. MEANT BY A “LINE OF 
CREDIT?" . : 

A line of credit is very similar to a 
credit limit. tt means that so long as the 
customer maintains his account in a 
manner satisfactory to the creditor he 
will be permitted to have an account on 
the books which is not to exceed an 


amount stated by the creditor. 


Thus, a person might have a line of 
Credit of $500 and this means that he is 
free to keep a running account up to 
that amount as long as he makes all 
payments promptly.

In most Rh 
cases, the concentration is low enough 
to permit a normal delivery of the baby. 
’ However, if the concentration of 
antibodies rises above a certain point, 
the physician must check the exact 
status of the baby’s response to the 
mother’s antibodies, This is done by 
taking a small amount of fluid from the 
amniotic-sac; or ‘water vag” which en- 
velops the baby inside the uterus. 
Analysis of the fluid tells the doctor if 
the baby is producing too many par- 
tially formed or primitive red cells. © 

When the test shows the infant's 
blood to be damaged seriously, a num- 
ber of things can be done, depending 
on the seriousness of the damage. Most 
often, the pregnancy is allowed to goto 
completion and then the newborn in- 
fant is supplied with fresh blood by a 
process called exchange transfusion. 
This is a gradual replacement of 
damaged blood with normal negative 
blood, ; 

in some Gases when it appears that 
the baby may not make it to the final 
weeks of pregnancy, the baby is 
delivered early. Labor is brought on (in- 
duced) a week or two before the expec- 
ted delivery date. Most of these babies 
then have the exchange blook trans- 
fusion.

There was a time when 
they had to go to him and take his ob- 
jectionable ways because his was the 
only place open to them. ‘Not anymore. 

Thére should be a reappraisal of the 
black public's possibilities as patrons. 
Introudce those rare meals that will 
start the people talking, but keep those 
prices low (which means to -forget 
trying to make enough to buy a 10 
grand car in one night's take -- exercise 
courtesy to the customer -- he is the 
best advertiser). 

Make sure every meal is fit for a king 
and not the same old hash warmed 
over; dress up the place in attractive 
finery rather than thé shabbiness of just 
another chop house.

Black authors-of children's 
books face a_ monumental 
task. They must compete for 
their audience against the 
negative inputs of television, 
movies, radio, comics and 
other media. Nevertheless, 
there is a growing crop of 
dedicated black authors and 
poets who have dedicated 
themselves to relegating “Lit- 
tle Black Sambo” and “Dick 
and Jane” to the past and to 
safeguarding and beautifying 
the black -child’s self-image. 

The decade of the 60's 
marked a healthy réturn to

companies began: entering 
the juvenile. book field.

More black writers are sub- 
mitting their children’s books 
and poems to black com- 
panies, for both ideological 
and. proctical ‘reasons.
